The naked bodies of the four 
convicts were turned over to rela­ 
tives so disfigured that the rela­ 
tives said they scarcely recogniz­ 
ed them. 
Hersch, after inspecting 
the prison for four hours, described 
it as "worse than the black hole 
of Calcutta.” 
Over 600 of the prison’s 1,400 
inmates began a hunger strike last 
Wednesday. 
The 
strike 
ended 
Sunday night with six men alleged 
to be ring-leaders in two discipli­ 
nary cells. 
These cells, so small 
that they were not large enough 
for one man, Hersch said, were 
equipped w ith a water tap, a bowl, 
and a toilet. 
Hersch said 
that 
after three men had been locked 
into each cell, the keys to the 
water 
taps 
were 
removed 
and 
someone turned 
steam 
into the 
radiators, disproportionately large 
for the cells, full force. 


Heat Withstood 


The convicts withstood the in­ 
creasing heat for a while, Hersch 
said, by stuffing their shirts into 
the toilets which, equipped with 
automatic flushing devices, poured 
water on the floors. 
But this was 
not enough, he said, and soon it 
was a question of only one man 
in each cell surviving— the man 
strong 
enough to fight off the 
others and keep his face near the 
tiny slot in each cell door. 
The doors themselves, 
Hersch 
said, and other metal work in the 
cells became so hot that they burn­ 
ed at touch. 
Hours later one live 
and two dead convicts were taken 
from each cell. 
"The 
deaths 
of the 
prisoners 
was due to suffocation applied by 
an outside agency,” Hersch said. 
“ W e 
have ascertained 
that 
one 
of the guards said, ‘Let's give ’em 
the 
heat.’ 
Later 
orders 
were 
given to turn on the heat. 
W hat 
we want to know is who gave the 
order, did it come from a higher- 
up, or was it motivated by a per­ 
sonal grudge? 
" I propose to remain in charge. 
Before I am finished everyone re­ 
sponsible for this revolting situa­ 
tion w ill be punished. After I have 
established responsibility for the 
deaths, 
the investigation w ill be 
held in the open.”

Farmers Advise Changes 
To Aid Soil Of State

C O L U M B U S , Aug. 24: 
Along with other proposals to change 


Ohio's agriculture, the extension service at Ohio State university 


has the 
recommendations of 1,800 leading farm ers of the state 


who spent many hours considering the acreages of crops grown 


in past years and the effect these had on soil. 


Groups of farm ers in every county of the state worked with the 


U niversity extension service to find if farm practices were satisfactory 


or if they should be changed. 
The 1,800 farm ers agreed that the 


acreages of some crops should be*?*--------------------------------- 


increased and that acreages of 


others should be reduced. 


These men found that Ohio soil 


is gradually losing its productivity, 


and that the loss can be stopped 


by changing cropping practices on 


tillable 
land 
and 
by 
retir­ 


ing non-productive land from agri­ 


cultural uses. 
Their first recom­ 


mendation was that 783,360 acres 


now used as crop land be devoted 


to national or state parks or to 


some use other than farm land. 


W ith that m arginal land off the 


farm rolls, they advised a 13 per­ 


cent reduction in 
soil-depleting 
crops on the remainder and 
an 
increase of 
19 
percent 
in sojl- 
conserving crops. They also recom­ 
mended a drastic reduction in the 
acreage of timothy which does not 
increase nor decrease soil produc­ 
tivity. 
The reductions recommended for 
grain crops were: corn, 7.7 per­ 
cent or 257,000 acres; wheat, 3.6 
percent or 76,000 acres, and oats 
20.6 percent or 273.000 acres. To 
produce sufficient feed and to im ­ 
prove the soil, a big increase was 
recommended 
for 
alfalfa. 
The 
1,800 farmers thought that this 
crop should be more than doubled 
so that 462,000 acres should 
be 
devoted to Its production. Increas­ 
es in other hay crops except timo­ 
thy also were advised. 
The proposed reduction in timo­ 
thy for the state was 59.3 percent 
or 430,000 acres. 
However, timo­ 
thy has a place as a meadow mix­ 
ture with alfalfa, and the com mit­ 
tees 
recommended 
that 
476,000 
acres of this combination hay crop 
be growfn each year. 
Each county land use committee 
was working separately and ar­ 
rived at its own conclusions about 
changes needed in their own coun­ 
ty. 
The 
recommendations from 
all counties then were tabulated 
at the 
U niversity 
to 
find the 
totals for the whole state. 
The changes recommended by 
these farm ers not only would stop 
the loss of 
soil 
production but 
would result in a slight gain each 
year. 
Livestock enterprises were 
considered by the farm ers in m ak­ 
ing the recommendations to make 
certain 
that the proposed 
plan 
would produce sufficient suitable 
feed for all requirements.

M agill was the treasury depart­ 
ment’s tax expert. 
One of his 
last major assignments w'as the 
presentation 
to congress

recommendations 
for the 1938 tax bill. 
He was appointed under secre­ 
tary in 1937, but had served the 
treasury twice before for extended 
periods as special consultant on 
tax legislation. 
In 1923 and 1924 
he was special attorney and chief 
attorney in connection with con­ 
sideration of the revenue of 1924. 
In 1933 he was appointed assis­ 
tant secretary of the treasury.

With the construction of #uraj 
electrification lines under way in 
the county and the probability of 
ail work being completed before 
Christmas, about 125 rural folk 
met in the Common Pleas court­ 
room Tuesday evening to hear an 
address on home and farm wiring, 
next step in the electrification 
program. 
I. P. Blauser, extension special­ 
ist of the engineering departm ent 
of Ohio State university, compared 
a wiring system to a highway. 
He urged rural folk to plan their 
wiring circuits for the future, tak ­ 
ing into consideration safety, ade­ 
quacy, convenience and economy. 
The speaker gave explanations of 
electrical term s that would 
be 
commonly used such as volts, am ­ 
peres, w atts and kilowatt hours. 
Various types of equipment and 
wire used for home and farm w ir­ 
ing were displayed by Mr. Blauser. 
The uses of the various articles 
were explained. The farm circuits 
will have 115 to 230 volts. 
Mr. 
Blauser urged farm ers to make a 
careful study of their homes for 
wiring, taking into consideration 
the placing of fixtures for con­ 
venience. 
Mr. Blauser spoke at an elec­ 
trification meeting in Circleville 
in June, 1935, when plans were 
first being considered for a rural 
electrification project. 
Since that 
time there have been many de­ 
velopments in the program. 
Darwin Kindler, superintendent 
of the South Central Rural Elec­ 
tric Cooperative, including Pick­ 
away, Fairfield and Perry coun­ 
ties, said the erection of lines is 
a small part 
of the program. 
Larger equipment is used, much 
of the work can be done by m a­ 
chinery and it progresses rapidly. 
Wiring of the houses, he explained, 
requires considerable more time. 
Construction of lines in Monroe 
township is under way and in the 
near future construction will start 
in the eastern portion 
of the 
county. A project for the western 
section of the county is being pre­ 
pared to be submitted to RE.A. 
for approval and an allocation.

Held Many Records 
Twice holder of the trans-con­ 
tinental speed record and of in­ 
numerable other 
speed 
records, 
Hawks ended what he considered 
the hazardous phase of his career 
with this statem ent in April, 1937: 
“I’ve had my day. 
I ve passed 
the 40 year m ark and I’m going 
to get some enjoyment out of life 
and devote my time to the m anu­ 
facturing and business end of the 
airplane industry.'* 
A few 
weeks 
before 
he had 
wrecked a speed plane at Newark 
airport, but with no injury to him ­ 
self. 
He was ending a flight in 
which he proved that with a fast 
plane a man might breakfast in 
Hartford, Conn., lunch in Miami, 
and dine in New York City. 
He was born in Marshalltown, 
Iowa, March 28, 1897. 
A pioneer 
flier, he 
was 
an 
instructor in 
aviation during the World W ar 
and left the arm y with the rank 
of captain. 
He did not become 
nationally famous until Feb.. 1929, 
when he flew' non-stop from Los 
Angeles to New York in 18 hours, 
21 
minutes, 
59 
seconds. 
Five 
months later he made the dash the 
other way 
in 
19 
hours and IO 
minutes and the next day flew 
back to New York in 17 hours 
and 36 minutes. 
Those records 
wrere phenomenal in 1929, but the 
present trans-eontinental 
record 
is less than eight hours. 
Hawks himself had lowered It 
to 12 hours and 25 minutes by 
1930. But his records were almost 
innumerable. 
He flew’ from Phil­ 
adelphia 
to 
New 
York 
in 20 
minutes, a distance of 90 miles. 
He wras towed In a glider by an 
airplane from San Diego to New 
York. 
He w’ent to Europe and 
established speed records between 
principal cities. 
Most 
of these 
flights were sponsored by an oil 
company and were staged to pub­ 
licize its product. 
Hawks had only one serious ac­ 
cident before the one which killed 
him.

Hitler virtually exploded the French- 
sponsored Little Entente, composed of Czechoslovakia, Rumania and 
Yugoslavia, by bringing Hungary into the Nazi camp of nations. 
He persuaded Admiral Horthy, the Hungarian regent, to reject a 
non-aggression pact with Czechoslovakia and at the same time had 
the satisfaction of seeing Hungary obtain from the Little Entente 
conference at Bled, Yugoslavia, the right to rearm without con­ 
cessions.
